Disaster at the hands of 
Allied forces striking with

These blows, falling on the 
enemy's hard-won outposts from 
the swampy shores of Milne Bay 
on New Guinea to the battle- 
tronts of China and the air front 
of Burma, slashed at the whole 
fabric of the enemy's scheme of 
aggression, 

With a cunning expensively 
learned from the Japanese them- 
selves in the lost battle of Malaya, 
Australian ground forces baited a 
trap on Milne Bay into which an 
enemy landing force apparently 
has stumbled to its destruction 


BEING WIPED OUT 
A special communtque issued at 


the unwary Japanese on Milne Bay, 
at the southeastern tip of Papua, | 
were being “rapidly reduced.” 


The japanese, it said, waded 
ashore into the waiting muzzles of 
Australian troops lying in wait for 
just such an enemy attempt to out- 
flank the Allied outpost some 225 
miles around the island coast at 
Port Moresby

CUTTING THEM DOWN

have lost all of the heavy supplies 
including tanks — which they 
landed so confidently on the nar- 
row beach last Wednesday. 

Backed by American airpower 
in growing might and widening 
range of operation, Gen. Chiang 
Kai-Shek’s ground troops have | 
carried China’s fight deeper into 
enemy-held territory. 

The Chinese high command an.- | 
nounced retreating Japanese forces 
have been pursued to the outskirts 
of Nanchang, which the invaders 
have held for more than two years 
and fitted out as their principal 
base in Kiangsi province. 


LUNGUY RETAKEN 

In Chekiang province, meanwhile, 
Chinese reports said that Lunguy. 
20 miles east of the great air base 
sit of Chuhsien, had been retaken 
after a heavy night fight. Lanchi, 20 
miles northwest of Lunguy and on 
the 450-mile Chekiang-Kiangsi rail- 
road, also was reported back in 
Chinese possession. 

Thus, the Chinese have recaptur- 
ed almost 350 miles of the rail line | 
and, pulling an important triumph 
out of what seemed to be grave 
perit, virtually have eradicated 
Japan’s summer gains in Chekiang 
and Kiangsi.

MORALE STRONG 


Japanese Will Fight 
Until Utterly Crushed, 
Warns U.S. Diplomat 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—(AP)—A solemn warning 
that the Japanese will fight “with all the force and power at 
their command... until they are utterly crushed” and that 
great sacrifices are necessary by Americans to avoid a stale- 
mate, was delivered last night by Joseph C, Grew, the form- 
er ambassador newly returned from Tokyo. 


Face Powerful War Machine 


From the background of his 10 years’ service in 
Japan, Grew declared that “we are up against a power- 
ful fighting machine, a people whose morale cannot and 
will not be broken even by successive defeats, who will cer- 
tainly not be broken by economic hardships, a people who 
indivadually and collectively will gladly sacrifice their 
lives for their emperor and their nation, and who can be 
brought to earth only by ... complete defeat in battle.” 


This report, delivered in an address prepared for the 
Columbia Broadcasting System and constituting Grew’s 
first public utterance since his return on the liner Gripsholm 
last week, was lightened only by a declaration that the 
United Nations can win through “the exertion of our maxi- 
mum capacities, individually and collectively, in a war of 

| offence.” 


Confirms Reports of Atrocities 


2>--Grew ‘gave’ his’ official confirmation to the accounts of 
atrocities reported by returning newspapermen and others, 
including a detailed account of the “water cure’ adminis- 
tered to three elderly missionaries and a recital of the bay- 
oneting to death of captured soldiers. 


The diplomat also recounted the deceitful manner in 
which Foreign Minister Togo treated his presentation of 
President Roosevelt’s eleventh-hour message to Emperor 
Hirohito, keeping Grew in “entire ignorance” of the at- 
tack on Pearl Harbor even as conversations took place. 


“The idea should not for a moment be entertained that 
the failure of the Japanese forces in China has discouraged 
the Japanese people,” Grew said. “It has instead served to 
steel them for still greater sacrifices and to prepare them 
better for the war of deadly purpose to conquer upon which 
they have finally embarked.” 


Japs Count on Offensive Spirit 


Speaking of an offensive spirit which permeates all 
classes of Japanese people, the envoy reported that the Nip- 
ponese high command has counted heavily upon the advant- 


age this would give them over less aggressive enemies. 

“They have put great store in what they consider 
to be the white man’s flabbiness,” he declared. ‘“‘They look 
upon us Americans as constitutional weaklings.” 


In connection with “cruel and barbaric tortures’ to 


which he said many prisoners had been subjected, Grey 


related that during the days of waiting in Yokohama for 
the Gripsholm to sail, “‘several of those people told me that 
if the negotiations for our exchange failed they would com- 
mit suicide rather than return to their imprisonment in 
Japan. I know they would have done so.” 


| Direct Evidence Prisoners Bayonetted 


The ambassador said they had on shipboard direct evi- 
dence of “the horrible atrocities perpetrated in the rape of 
Nanking” and at Hong Kong, “when soldiers who had been 
taken as prisoners of war were bayoneted to death.” 

“The dying shrieks of those soldiers were heard by a 
woman, a fellow passenger of ours, who herself told me 
the terrible story,” he said.

But the fall of Stalingrad can 
by no means be conceded. The 
Rusians now are fighting in the 
deep defences westward of the 
city, and the Russian soldier has 
no peer in defending such posi- 
tions. 

That was illustrated last year in 
the successful defence of Moscow 
The situation at Stalingrad is quite 
similar, except that the Germans 
actually were in a better position at 


Moscow 
At Moscow, the Germans threw 
out two menacing pincers which 


swept past Moscow north and south 
of the city, coming perilously close 
to completely encircling it and the 
defending army. ‘Timoshenko is not 
confronted by this danger, at least 
not yet, 

The only advantage the Germans 
have at Stalingrad at this stage of

Splitting Hitler’s Empire 


The incessant hammerinz f Ger- 
many’s great western industria) area from 
Hamburg to Saarbrucken is ng an- 
other result, besides that.of cutting down 
the enemy supply of munitio of the 
kinds most vital to mechanized werfare. 
It is driving a wedge of devastsie) terri- 
tory and broken railway lines between 
Germany and the occupied Netherjands 
and France. 

French, Dutch and Belgian factories 
operated by the Nazis are being mei hod- 
ically cut off from the Reich by the de- 
struction of the railways over which their 
output must move eastward, 4\! Loops 
and munitions from Germany are being 
cut off from this occupied territory. 

While the new equipment from west 
German plants that can be thrown aginst 
the Russians is being reduced da day, 
that produced in the occupied te 18 


being immobilized, and Nazi troops 1s Ger- 
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many are being isolated from the occu- 
pied region. 

In this war, as in the former one, Ger- 
many holds the advantage of a central 
position. Men and supplies can be moved 
quickly from west to east and from east to 
west. But that advantage is being destroy- 
ed, rapidly, ceaselessly, and in accord with 
a scheduled program. 

The bombing raids are not haphazard. 
They follow a definite pattern, in the order 
in which centres are attacked and put out 
of production. And they sum up to a de- 
finite plan to split the expanded Reich 
from the North Sea to Switzerland, from 
the mouth of the Elbe to the upper Rhine 
and the Saar Basin. 

This cutting-off of Germany from the 
occupied countries to the west may be as 
important as the destruction of the great 
munitions-producing area itself. Without 
smoothly running railways French muni- 
tions plants can be of little use to Hitler’s 
campaign in the east, while reinforcements 
from Germany cannot be rushed to France 
in case of an invasion or a widespread 
revolt. 


If the railway lines which connect 
France and Germany can be put and kept 
out of commission, the first decisive blow 
will have been struck for the liberation of 
France and the Low Countries.

Of course, it is quite natural for 
every mother to want to know 
whether her baby smart as 
she thinks he is, or if he is a wee 
bit smarter than the average. Be-

He will be able to creep, without 
question, and he may be able to 
stand alone and get around his pen | 
without aid. Some babies walk well 
at 10 months, some not until 15 or | 
16. To walk at any time between | 
these ages is considered to be} 
normal. | 

At one year he will recognize rel- 
atives and friends, in fact he may 
show a disposition to weep at the | 
sight of strangers and cling to those | 
who are familiar. Once he has ac: | 
cepted the advances of a stranger | 
he will listen to his watch, will | 
reach for his glasses, and staff 
fingers in his pockets. When put on 
the floor he can become enchanted | 
with almost any plaything which 
comes apart and can be put to- 
gether again. All smart objects one 
of which fits into another, make 
good toys for this inquisitive baby 

He will weigh from 18 to 24 
pounds, measure 27 to 30 inches and 
be possessed, no doubt, of six teeth, 
four above and two below. His 
bowel habits may or may not be 
predictable but it is certain his 
bladder training will have to await | 
the better control which comes with 
greater age. 

His diet, though, will be gener- 
ous and varied: meat, milk, eggs, 
cheese, fruits and vegetables, cus- 
tards, puddings and gelatine, cereal 
and other breadstuffs and some 
form of vitamin D 

All in all, this year has been a 
megical one, for not only has baby 
developed from a helpless, unsee- 
ing, unknowing infant into a walk 
ing and talking doll, but he has ac 
quired something that is distine- 
tively his own—a personality. Your 
baby may be as smart or smarter 
than the average but he*will be 
different, utterly different in per 
sonality from all other children of 
his own age.

| The majority of cases of epilepsy 
are caused by a definite intestinal 


| toxemia. The seizures will tend to} 


| disappear as soon as a way is found 
to keep the colon clean and heal- 
|thy. If the patient is to secure 
| permanent relief, it is necessary to 
return the large intestine to a con- 
dition of normal functioning. As a 
| general rule it is necessary to cor- 
rect pockets or kinks in the intes- 
tine where putrefaction is encour- 
aged. Certainly, when the intestine 
is helped to do its work in a normal 
manner, the attacks are at once re 
lieved and tend to become more 
mild. The most successful treatment 
is that which depends upon keep 
ing the large intestine clean and 
afterward developing a _ healthy 
condition of this organ so that no 
further trouble develops 

I find that the best plan is to 
| start the treatment with the fast 
| and marked results are usually ob- 
tained during the fasting regimen. 
| Sometimes the seizures will occur 
|more often than usual at the start 
of the fast and this may be regarded 
as a good ggn that the toxins are 
being stirred up by the systemic 
| house-cleaning. Often after several 
days of repeated attacks, they will 
stop entirely and no more will oc- 
cur if the fast is continued and is 
afterward followed by a more suit- 
jable diet. When the fast does not 
|increase the attacks, recovery is 
likely to be slower and occasional 
attacks may be expected which will 
be farther and farther apart, until 
they cease altogether. The dietetic 
management of the case is most im 
portant and permanent improve- 
ment can not be expected unless the 
diet is correct 

The most probable reason that 
fasting reduces the attacks is that 
during the fast the elimination of 
waste proceeds at a more rapid 
rate than when the patient is ealing 
and there is less food to ferment 
| and putrefy in the intestine so that 
the patient may become compar- 
atively free from the seizures for 
some time. I do not advise that the 
patient at home attempt to fast over 
any great length of time without 
being under the supervision of a 
doctor experienced in the applica- 
tion of the fasting method of treat 
ment. However, it is all right for 
the patient to use the short five- 
= 


| day fast and good results are gener- 
} ally obtained. Two or three enemas 
should be used every day during 
the fast and at least one each day 
| for some time after being on the 
fasting regimen. Rectal dilation 
|often appears to be of benefit and 
the patient may apply this treat- 
ment at home 

The diet to be followed after the 
| fast should provide an abundance of 
both cooked and raw non-starchy 
vegetables, together with a reason- 
able amount of meat. Starches and 
sugars are to be omitted for some 
time and after being returned to 
the diet, are (to be used in moder- 
ation 

Manipulative treatment of the in- 
testine is of marked value if cor- 
rectly given and aids in restoring 


the colon to normal functioning. In 
every case it is advisable to take 
|x-ray pictures before giving the 
treatment, inasmuch as a prolapsed, 
kinked, or pouched intestine re- 
quires special manipulative treat- 
ments. In many cases, the use of 


the Morse Wave or the sinusoidal 
current is of value 

In addition, the patient is to se- 
cure enough exercise. I thind that 
the attacks are lessened when suf- 
ficient muscular exercise is taken 
each day to induce a healthy tired 
feeling. Exercises which strengthen 
the abdominal muscles are bene- 
ficial; the same is true of walking,

But raids on such a scale are 
most effective when they can be 
followed up immediately before 
essential services can be repaired 
and while firefighters are both 
exhausted and short of water. 


To do this requires a large re- 
serve of aircraft.
